K GUITEAU GOING. 
Judge Porter's Scathing Closing Speech 
for the Prosecution. 

WASHINGTON, January 23, 

For every seat in the Court-room 
this morning there were at least ten 
clamoring applicants. The crush was 
greater than ever before. When the 
door closed a thousand people were 
left outside. Assoon as the Court 
opened, Guiteau said—I spent yester- 
day in examining my mail. I had 
several hundred letters, many from 
ladies, and some Of them were very 
tender. One letter suggested. that 
Gen. Arthur give me a Cabinet posi- 
tion. As Judge Porter is to have the 
closing of the case, if he attempts {to 
mislead the Court and jury, I and my 
counsel will stop him. He does not 
properly represent the Government. 
He only represents himself. 

Judge Porter, after a few moments, 
stepped to the open space before the 
jury, and, in tones which showed his 
weakened condition, began his ad- 
dress. IIe said thus far the trial has 
practically been conducted by the 
prisoner and Scoville. Every one has 
been denounced at their will, and even 
now lam informed I will be inter- 
rupted by them both. Judge Porter 
briefly recited the scenes of disorder, 
the abuse and slander to which every 
one in the case had for two months 
been subject, and yet he said of the 
three speeches which had been made 
by the defense, I will do the prisoner 
the justice to say that hia is the least 
objectionable. After sketching the 
circumstances leading up to the crime 
and paintiog with fervid language to 
the damning wickedness of its execu- 
tion, Judge Porter turned bis atten- 
tion to the prisoner, and proceeded to 
depict his character in the fol- 
lowing terms, “A beggar,a hypocrite, 
s robber and swindler; a lawyer who 
never won a cause. No Court, no jury 
failed to see in him the dishonest 
rogue, and such men cannot win 
causes. He has left his trail of infamy 
ina hundred directions, The man 
who, as a lawyer, bad such notions of 
morality that when he had any debts 
to collect, collected them and held 


blasting the name of the woman with 
whom he had slept for years and still 
recognized as his wife. A man who, 
when he tired of this woman, pretend - 
ed to be a Christian and a believer of 
the Bible, and looked into that book 
and read: 
adultery,’ and then went out immedi- 
ately and committed adultery with 
street-walkers. A man who pushed 
himself into the fellowship of Christian 
associations as a follower of the Sav- 
ior, when fresh from six years of foul 
fornification in the Oneida Commu- 
nity.” 

Guiteau—That lie ought to choke 
you. 

As Judge Porter continued with the 
resistless torrent of denunciation, the 
prisoner occasionally called out: 
That's a lie; that’s absolutely false,“ 
or That ‘ain't so. 

Passing in review the principal 
events of the prisoner’s life, Judge 
Porter showed up, iv all its hideous 
deformity, the infamous bent of his 
nature. Alluding to his dispute with 
his bro her. J. W. Guiteau, when he 
struck him in the face, Porter said 
this was the first and the last time 
this coward ever struck any blow in 
the face; his coward hand always 
struck from behind. After showing 
who and what the murderer was, Por- 
ter next described his victim, paying 
a glowing tribute to the character and 
services of the lamented President, 
and pronouncing a most touching eu- 
logy, as it were, upon his memory. 
The claim of the prisoner to bea 
praying man was considered as hollow 


mockery. 
Guiteau angrily shouted “I pray 


every night end morning and before 
every meal. If you did the same you 
would be a better man. You wouldn't 
be here looking for blood mon ey.” 
“The prisoner says he prayed for six 
weeks. Why, if he bad made up his 
mind unalterably to murder the Pres- 
ident on the first of June,” said Judge 
Porter, did he still contioue to pray 
down to the very act of murder !“ 


them. A man who was capable of 


‘Thou shalt not commit | 


nt shoot the President on the first 
occasion, was due to his coward heart. 
Had he done it then, he would have 
been torn to pieces, and he knew it. 
The President was surrounded by bis 
Cabinet and his friends. His son, not 


‘| yet strong, bat who would at such a 


time, with God-given strength, defend 
his father, was also by his side, and 
the assassin’s heart failed him, and he 
said: Nat yet; at some other time“ 

With graphic picturing Judge Por- 
ter related the dogging of the Presi- 
dent's footsteps to the little church, 
and the incidents or accidents on each 
oceasion which baffled him. Presi- 
dent Garfield's visit to Secretary 
Blaine's house, dogged by the assassin, 
was Vividly purtrayed. It was night, 
said the speaker, dark as that night 
when the devil first whispered this 
crime in the assassin’s ear as he lay 
hidden in the alley. Why, with the 
inspired command of God resting 
upon him to kill the President, and 
with a pressure that would have made 
him do it if he died the next minute 
any time after June ist, why did he 
not kill him Because he thought he 
would do it some other time. Be- 
cause this politician thought he 
could become identified with the stal- 
wart Republicans. Because he thought 
he had so carefully laid the foundation 
for his defense against the crime and 
for his protection from mob violence, 
that he might safely commit the act 
inthe light of day. This careful 
man, careful of his own safety, made 
every provision, even to his convey- 
ance to jail, and when he had seen his 
victim fall, turned and ran. Ran 
where? Where could he run? 

Scoville interrupted Judge Porter, 
saying: i desire to correct the speaker 
on the evidence. I do not find a sin- 
gle witness who testified that the 
prisoner ran after firing. 

Davidge, with earnestness, objected 
to the interruption. He believed it 


ruptions intended to break the force 
of the closing argument. Counsel had 
no right to interrupt unless the 
speaker read incorrectly. 

Judge Cox—We cannot have a run- 
ning discussion, apd that is just what 
this will lead to. 

Scoville—I was interrupted 147 
times. I have done so bot twice. I 
propose to test this question right 
here if counsel persists in misrepre- 
senting. 

Davidge—Your Honor can at once 
see the object of this thing, and it is 
for your Honor to decide whether the 
argument is to be given in its entirety 
to the jury or whether it is to be split 
up in this manner. 

Judge Cox—You will 
Judge Porter. 

The speaker after this incident, con- 
tinued by saying, “I can’t, in this ar- 
gument, even allude to Scoville or 
Reed. The counsel on the other side 
of this case, looms so immeasurably 
above them that in making the clos- 
ing argument I cannot even allude to 
them except as it may be positively 
necessary. The evidence and papers 
presented here by General Reynolds,

said Porter, and among them the 


prisoner's address to the American 
people, are sufficient to stamp him as 
a cool, calculating and cold-blooded 
murderer. These papers at one time 
could not be found, either in the Dis- 
trict Attorney's, or attorneys offices.” 


Judge Porter repelled the assump- 
tion of counsel for the defense that 


there was a man upon the jury who 
would hang the jury. The prisover 
himself has had indicated that he 
rested his safety upon one man. 

Guiteau—I rely upon twelve men. 

Judge Porter addressed himself 
upon this subject with great force of 
argument and eloquence. The jury 
must not believe that if any man of 
them shall cause a divided jury that 
the United States Government wil! 
any the less press this trial to convic- 
tion. This case stands upon the 
single quéstion whether on the 2d of 
July the prisoner believed that he was 
commanded to commit this crime. If 
his counsel had half of his intelli- 
gence they would have seen it. 

Guiteau—Thank you, Judge Porter; 
but I don't take much stock in your 
opinion anyway. 

Cunning seovilie.

Scovilles speech was purposely 
drawn out so that the case could not be 
given to the jury till to-morrow. The

Death of David McFariand, One of 


Reno's Oldest Citizens. 

‘This morning at 5:30, after a hard- 
fought battle with the grim monster, 
David McFarland gave up, and death 
takes him as another victim. 

David McFarland was of Scotch pa- 
rentage, a uative of Delhi, Delaware 
county, New York, and 48 years of 
age. He came to this coast a young 
man of 21 in 1855. He was engaged 
in teaming and mining from that time 
until 81, when he came to Nevada 
and located in Washoe City the then 
metropolis of this State, and engaged 
in the hotel and saloon business, keep- 
ing the old Lake House, Mr. Mc- 
Farland was quite successful in a busi- 
ness way during the flush times of 
“old Washoe,” and when the railroad 
reached Reno Dave was among the 
first who heard the whistle of the en- 
gine, having removed here from 
Washoe and put upa rough board ho- 
tel and saloon on the present Arcade 
Hotel site, and has been engaged in 
that business ever since. Reno fires 
have swept MeFarland's accumulations 
eway several times, but he has man- 
aged to beat the game and keep in 
the business ring with his share of 
public patronage. 

About a year ago he was taken with 
the dropsy, and has been a great suf- 
ferer ever since, and died leaving his 
homestead and hotel, with a thrifty 
business, to bis young wife. 

Dave McFarland, like all the rest of 
the human family, had his faults, but 
his good qualities much more than 
balanced them. The mantle of char- 
ity hides the weak side of his nature 
from the world, but many a poor and 
needy fellow will hold up the other 
side of Mac's character—full of kind 
deeds and charity —as a picture of no- 
ble manhood, worthy of imitation by 
those who make more pretensions than 
ever Mac did. 

On the 17th of September, 1878, 
Mr, McFarland was married to Miss 
Mary A. Hollerday. They never have 
had any children. 

He was conscious to within a few 
moments of his death, and seemed to 
realize that he was about to leave 
his wife forever—for he looked up 
into her face and said: “Ob, dear! 
ob, dear! and passed into the valley 
beyood. The Great Judge will strike

In 
accordance with his expressed wish 
the funeral will take place from his 
late residence next Thursday at 2 
o'clock.
